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Abstract 


The purpose of this dissertation is to emphasize that visitation ministry is an essential part of pastoral 
ministry and that the effectiveness of visitation ministry can be maximized if applied as mentoring 
parishioners. 

Pastoral ministry is like shepherding the flock. As the writings of the early church fathers attest, 
shepherding has been an essential part of ministry. I believe that the focus of Christian ministry has to be put 
on pastoral ministry rather than on church growth. A specific form of pastoral ministry that I would like to 
emphasize here in this dissertation is visitation ministry. I believe that effective ministry is possible only when 
pastors know what the spiritual needs are by means of visitations. Church growth can be a fruit of this 
visitation ministry. 

It has been a trend in urban churches in Korea that one to one personal contacts between a pastor and a 
parishioner is decreasing. They say that ideal size of a church that a minister can handle is two to three 
hundred people. As the size of a church gets bigger than that, then it becomes difficult for a pastor to minister 
to the church members effectively. No matter how enthusiastic a pastor may be, it becomes almost impossible 
for a pastor to minister to more than five hundred people. My argument is that a solution can be found if 
pastors utilize the lay leaders to meet the various spiritual needs of the congregation. In other words, pastoral 
ministry should be the ministry of the church rather than ministry of just pastors. It is my argument that the 
effective use of the "Mentoring Ministry" of Robert Clinton can be a fine way of ministering to the large 
congregation. By empowering and utilizing lay leaders as mentors for the parishioners, the church can 
effectively minister to the congregation. 

My church, HyoSung Central Methodist church, in Inchon, Korea is experimenting lay leaders' 
mentoring ministry to the congregation. Being the senior pastor, I train lay leaders to be mentors of lay people 
so that the whole congregation may become members of a healthy church. Mentoring ministry has been an 
effective ministry for my church. Hyosung church has been dynamically growing with 20% increase in 
attendance for the past five years. 
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Chapter Outlines 

Chapter 1: Chapter one describes the background of the reason why the author chose the thesis of the 
dissertation and also summarizes the content of the thesis and finally states the purpose, the scope and the 
limit of the research. 

Chapter 2: Chapter 2 emphasizes the importance of the visitation ministry by reflecting on its significance in 
light of biblical perspective, church history and pastoral theology. By doing so, I hope that we can reconstruct 
the healthy image of ministry by establishing the visitation ministry as a vital part of church ministry. 

Chapter 3: Chapter 3 clarifies the principles and goals of visitation ministry. It deals with the attitudes of 
minister of visitation ministry. It also describes the roles of the lay leaders who are supposed to work closely 
with pastor and help his/her ministry. 

Chapter 4: Chapter 4 deals with various models of visitation ministry. First model is a model of listening 
ears that can be found in Client-Oriented Pastoral Coundeling model of Hiltner. Second model is a model of 
spiritual leader in the growth Counseling of Clinebell, 

Third model is a model of priest-minister in Thomas Oden who reestablished the classical pastoral theology. 
And then, the theory of Mentor-leader of Clinton. Visitation ministers are not miracle workers. Rather, he/she 
should be spiritual guide or counsellor. The role is none other than mentoring. Visitation minister can be God's 
mentor to individuals who need help. 

Chapter 5: Chapter 5 describes the structure of visitation ministry in my church where the visitation ministry 
is being experimented and in process. It also describes the process of training lay mentors in Hyosung church. 

Chapter 6:1 believe that church will inevitably grow if pastor establishes his/her pastoral theology as a servant 
leader and utilizes lay leaders as visiting mentors of the lay people of the church. It is my belief that church 
growth can be possible if the visitation ministry is dynamically activated by empowering lay leaders as the 
mentors of lay people in the congregation. 
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Thesis 


This dissertation is about the theology and its application of the visitation theology in Korean 
church setting.

Chapter 1. Introduction 

A. The problem presented by this project 

Impressed by the rapid church growth in Korea, Peter Wagner once predicted that 50 percent of 
Korean population would be christianized by the end of 1980's. He was wrong. The church growth in South 
Korea is stagnant if not declining. One of the main problems I suspect is that pastors in Korea are too busy 
managing their church to take care of the spiritual needs of their parishioners. 

In this dissertation I am going to argue that empowering and utilizing lay visitation ministers as mentors for 

the parishioners will be a 

great way of motivating/mobilizing lay people. 

B. Significance of Visitation in pastoral ministry 

The archetype of the visitation ministry can be found in the fact that God came to visit human 
beings in the form of human Jesus. Jesus also showed us the example by visiting the poor and the sick 
frequently. Hiltner said, "Visitation is one of the most important duties and privileges of ministers. It is like 
shepherds’ taking care of their sheep." As the shepherd climbs hills and crosses water to take care of sheep, 
ministers should make sure to visit his/her parishioners to show his/her car and love for them. 

Visitation in Korean churches has been more than just visiting the sick in the hospital and the shut- 
ins and home-bounds. Most Korean churches have two official visitation of the homes of the church 
members: one in the spring and one in the autumn. In addition to that, pastoral visitations take place on the 
occasions of wedding, birthdays, moving, graduation, entering the military service, funeral, anniversary, 
memorial service etc. As the size of a church gets bigger, it becomes almost impossible for the pastor to 
visit all the parishioners effectively. A breakthrough is to empower and mobilize the lay visitation helpers and 
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utilize them as mentors for the parishioners. 

C. Thesis 

This dissertation is about the theology and its application of the visitation theology in Korean 
church setting. The purpose of this dissertation is to emphasize that the visitation ministry is an essential part 
of pastoral ministry, and to rediscover the servant-hood of ministers and finally to emphasize the role of 
visitation lay helpers as mentors to the lay people while researching the related theories in pastoral ministry. 
This will prove that visitation ministers as mentors will be great assets to assist the pastor's ministry to the 
whole congregation. 

D. Important terminology in this dissertation

E. Evaluation of the work previously done in the field 

Howard Clinebell wrote "Basic Types of Pastoral Counseling in 1966 and "Basic Types of Pastoral 
Care & Counseling" in 1984. He promotes the wholistic growth model. My only reservation about his theory 
is that he seems to stress the importance of Christian tradition not as much as I think he should. 

In his book "Pastoral Theology" published in 1984, Thomas Oden deals with "pastoral visitation" 
in deeper theological analysis. Oden asserts that pastoral ministry has to resume its role as shepherding the 
flock. However, he does not seem to make clear distinction between pastoral visitation and pastoral 
counseling. Nevertheless, it is his contribution that he bravely dealt with visitation as an important topic in 
theological discussion. 

In his book "Twelve Keys To An Effective Church", Kennon Callahan emphasized the importance 
of pastoral/lay visitation. He asserts that three focal points of visitation ministry are sharing fellowship, caring 
for the suffering, and sharing the hope and vision for the future. However, his emphasis is rather to proselytize 
the non-believers whereas my concern is to take care of the church members.

In his book "Building Relationship Through Pastoral Visitation" published in 1984, Bradford Lyle 
dealt with the significance of visitation ministry and its related practical problems. While he understands the 
relationship mainly in terms of the relationship between pastor and lay people, I want to expand it to the 
relationship between lay mentor and lay people as well as between pastor and lay people. 

Clinton's book "Connecting" has played the most important role in writing my dissertation. This 
book is a must book to incorporate the theory of mentorship to church setting. Ju, Injung, wrote an 
important book on "Visitation ministry in modern church." The author explains that visitation tradition in 
Korean culture stems back to the shamanistic tradition where shamans intervened in the significant events of 
people. 


F. Scope and limit of the Project 

After dealing with the historical, biblical, theological understanding of visitation, this dissertation 
will summarize the theories of visitation ministry and then attempt to redefine the goal of pastoral theology. 
This dissertation will be confined to discuss about the theory ad the practice of pastoral visitation in Korean 
church. 


G. Method of synthesis 

The goal of this dissertation is to apply the theories of pastoral visitation to my present ministry 
setting. I have attempted to develop a paradigm of the visitation theology on the basis of synthesizing Clint- 
oriented pastoral counseling of Hiltner, Growth Counseling of Howard Clinebell, Thomas Oden's classical 
pastoral theology, and finally Robert Clinton's Mentor leadership. And then experimentation and application 
of the visitation theology on my church setting will be followed. My ultimate goal in this dissertation is to 
argue that empowering and mobilizing the lay visitation helpers as mentors for the lay people will be a 
breakthrough to revitalizing the Korean church anew. 

II. A New Understanding of visitation ministry 

A. church and ministry 

The Greek word for church is "ecclesia" meaning a group of people who were called out of the 
world. Ministry is serving the church so that the church can serve the world. In John 10:10 Jesus said, "lam 
come to help the sheep to have a life that is abundant." In Luke 22:27, Jesus said that "I came to minister, 
not to be ministered. In Mark 25:40 Jesus said that" You did unto me what you did to the least among you." 
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As Clinebell stated clearly, Christian community is a liberating community where people work together to 
promote care, healing and growth. 

B. Meaning and Task of Visitation Ministry 

In his book "Why do conservative churches grow?", Dean Kelly explained that they are more strict 
in essencials. I believe that church will grow if pastors focus on the essential mission of church, that is, 
serving the congregation. Visitation ministry is an important part of serving people. 


C. Theological understanding of visitation ministry 

One of the most important themes of the Bible is encounter. In his book "I and Thou", Martin 
Buber emphasized the relationality of "I and Thou." The archetype of visitation theology can be found in the 
story of "Garden of Eden." God visited Adam and Eve and showed them that He cared for them. Being 
created in the image of God, we can also show our love and care by making effective pastoral visits. 

D. Biblical Understanding of Visitation ministry 

Jesus showed the examples of pastoral visits. Jesus visits a wedding reception at Cana (John2:l) 
and the home of Zakaeus and the home of Peter's son-in-law. 

E. The understanding of visitation ministry in the perspective of church history 

In Early Church pastoral care was understood as "cure of souls". Chrisostom regarded pastors as 
doctors of soul. The modern revival of pastoral theology began in the movement of the Clinical Pastoral 
Education led by R. Cabot, Anton Boisen, Philip Guiles, Russell Dicks. The CPE movement was even more 
developed by Hiltner, Carol Wise, David Johnson. Recently Clinebell, Oden, Patton are the modern day 
leaders of Pastoral movement. Especially Clinebell presented the growth model where he emphasized the 
wholistic, growth oriented pastoral theology. Wayne Oates emphasized the necessity of visitation ministry. 

F. The Understanding of visitation ministry in Korean church 

In most Korean churches pastors make two official pastoral visits to all the members of church per 
year: one in the spring and one in the autumn. In addition to that, pastors make pastoral visits on special 
occasions such as wedding, funeral, graduation, hospital visits etc. In Korean culture the memorial 
anniversary of ancestors are very important. Many Christian family, however, choose to have a family 
worship service instead of secular memorial rituals. 
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III. The principles and new goals of pastoral ministry 

Visitation ministry is an essential part of pastoral ministry. In this chapter the present situation of 
visitation ministry will be analyzed and the principles of visitation ministry will be summarized. 

A. The present situation and the problems of pastoral ministry 

According to a survey, parishioners in Korean church think that pastoral visitation burdens them 
with special visitation offerings, the food preparation. Besides, they say that they cannot talk to the pastor 
privately because there are usually entourages of people who accompany by the pastor. Why do people have 
more negative opinions than positive ones on the pastoral visitation? Because there has not been enough 
training for the lay leaders on pastoral visitation 

B. The principles of pastoral ministry 

William Clesh and Charles Jaekle defined the four functions of pastoral ministry as "healing, 
sustaining, guiding and reconciliating." Clinebell added "nurturing" to the previous four. Quoting John 10:10 
"I am come to help you have a life that is abundant.", Clinebell promotes Growth-oriented wholistic health in 
seven dimensions of life: Mind, Body, Soul, Work, Play, Relationship and, Environment. Pastoral visitation 
can be an ideal setting to promote the philosophy of the seven dimensions of wholistic health. 

C. New goals of visitation ministry 

According to Elmer Towns, people come to church by advertisement 2%, by pastors 6%, 
systematic evangelism 6%, friends and relatives 86%. This tells us that the relationship between church 
members are very important. In John 13:34.35 Jesus said, "New commandment I give you. Love one another 
as I have loved you." 

D. The tasks of visitation lay helpers. 

Kennon Callahan said that "In the church of 200 members, it is optimum that 20 vistations per 
week be made. If the church grows, it is inevitable that the pastor start empowering and utilizing the lay 
visitation helpers in order to meet the spiritual needs of the whole congregation. Especially the role that the 
women will play in the future of Korean church will greatlty enhanced. Clinebell said that it was essential 
for women to take an important roles in church life. 
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IV. Models for visitation pastors 

A. Visitation pastor as a counsellor: listening pastor 

An adage in pastoral counseling is "Be there, listen to me and do not fix." This is based on Carl 
Roger's non-directive counseling theory. Counseling started out as a result of the development of classical 
psychology. (S Frued, A Adler, C. Jung) Carl Rogers developed psychology into the language of counseling 
and Anton Boisen experimented this counseling theory on pastoral clinical setting. The pioneers of this 
Clinical Pastor Education are Anton Boisen, Seward Hiltner, Carol Wise, Wayne Oates, Paul Johnson. 

Rogers says that the goal of pastoral counseling is to reach the empathic understanding of the inner 
world of the counselee. To achieve this goal, it is advised that first of all, pastors must not ask questions just 
to gather information. Second, pastors are encouraged to ask counselees how they are doing on a feeling level. 
Third, respond to the feelings of the counselees. Fourth, be sensitive to the clues to the subtle emotional 
changes in the conversation. Fifth, do not be hasty in making judgments or advice-giving. Clinebell 
recommends pastors a few suggestions to avoid faiulres in counseling: 

Forming a therapeutic alliance 
-. explaining why counseling is necessary 

-. At the end of the session, ask "how do you feel about the session?" Unless given a chance to 
express their feelings such as disappointments and frustration, counselees will not come back for 
counseling. 

If the expectations of the counslee are too unrealistic, they need to be challenged and discussed 
with gentleness. 

-. The number of sessions should be discussed at the beginning of the session. That will increase 
the chance of success in counseling. 

B. Visitation minister as spiritual guide: Growth-enabling minister 

In the perspective of Clinebell's pastoral theology, visitation minister is a spiritual guide. Regarding 
Roger's client-oriented counseling as passive, Clinebell emphasized "Growth-oriented counseling." Clinebell 
defined his pastoral theology as a model for growth and liberation. Clinebell's contribution the development 
of modern pastoral theology is remarkable. He has integrated all the available modem theories of psychology, 
psychotherapy and then synthesized them into his Growth-oriented, wholistic health-enabling pastoral 
psychotherapy. 
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C. Visitation minister as priest: intermediating minister 

According to Patton, there are three models of pastoral care. First, classical ministry. Second, 
clinical ministry. Third, communal, situational ministry. Visitation minister as priest resembles classical 
minister. Priest was the mediator between God and human. Jesus Christ came as the mediator. Visitation 
minister as priest becomes a mediator to deliver God's care to people. 

D. Visitation minister as prophet: Hope-giving minister 

Clements add prophecy to the functions of pastoral ministry such as healing, sustaining, guiding, 
reconciling. Prophets in the Old Testament were the ones who forsaw the future of the Israelites and 
interpreted the events and gave hope to the Israelites. According to Patton, pastors are to interpret the events 
of today. What sheep ask from shepherd is not food, but wisdom and guidance. What congregation wants 
from pastor is not daily bread but the biblical interpretation of the events of the day. Visitation minister need 
to be able to diagnose the spiritual situation of the counselee and also refer them to the professionals if special 
care is necessary. 

E. Visitation minister as a mentor: people-building minister 

In this section, I would like to present a new function of visitation minister: mentor. 

1. Mentor and mentoring 

Mentor is a term describing a person who can be an influential person as a teacher, guide and 
supporter. Robert Clinton defines mentoring as "a kind of relational experiencing by sharing God- given 
resources." Mentors can be discipler, spiritual guide, coach, counselor, teacher, sponsor. Clinton argues that 
there are three factors to successful mentoring. First, mentors must be attractive. There should be something 
in mentors that will attract mentorees for their respect and attention. Second, mentorees have to be responsive. 
Mentorees have to maintain the attitude of learning something from the mentors. Third, there has to be a 
responsible relationship between the two. 

2. Mentoring and visitation minister 

Although mentoring is a strange term in ministry, it is a concept that can be found in the bible. 
Moses was a mentor to Joshua. Elijah was a mentor to Elisha. Jesus was a mentor to his disciples. St. Paul 
was a mentor to Timothy. Clinton describes the characteristics of mentor: 

-. ability to see a potential in a person 

-. generosity to forgive foibles 
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flexibility to respond to changing situation 

willingness to share his/her time and experience with a mentoree. 

insight to find the need of mentoree 

grace and ability to encourage 

Proverbs 27: 17 "As the steel sharpens the steel, man shines the face of his friend." 

Robert Clinton presents ten things to remember for successful mentoring. 

Relationship: The stronger the relationship, the more chance of success. 

Purpose: The sense of common purpose helps a great deal. 

-. Regularity: Regular meetings enhances the chance of successful mentoring. 

-. Accountability: Mutual responsibility helps. 

-. Communication Mechanisms: If problem happens, open channel of discussion is a must. 

-. Confidentiality: keep the conversation between the two confidential. 

Life cycles of Mentoring: the period of mentoring has to be discussed in advance. 

-. Evaluation: Occasional evaluation of the mentoring process helps. 

-. Expectation: expectations of the mentoring has to be realistic. 

-. Closure: To end mentoring relationship at a proper time is necessary. 

3. The formation of Mentor network 

There are three types of mentoring: Congregation mentoring, small group mentoring, one-to-one 
mentoring. Congregation mentoring is to make the church environment where the sermon of the pastor and 
and each parishioner have a eaningful meeting. Small group mentoring can be possible by class meetings, 
peer groups, and ministry groups. In the one-to-one mentoring, there is a principle: mentor should be not 
teacher or preacher, but spiritual parent. There are four elements to promote the spiritual growth of mentoree: 
1. caring love (I Corinthians 13:4-7) 2. spiritual nourishment (Mt4:4), 3. Careful attention (Ephesians 6:6-10), 
4. Strict discipline(Mt28:20, Gal 6:7) The purpose of mentoring should be to help people become a disciple 
of Jesus, not a disciple of a mentor. 

4. Mentoring in Korean church setting 

There are three kinds of church members: First, new members, second, backsling members, third, 
stable members. Mentors should meet the needs of each groups of members. First: New members need the 
warm acceptance in new church environment. They need to be helped to feell themselves at home. Second, 
They need the encouraging peer group where they can develop friendship in church 

Friend mentors are recommended. Third, stable members of the church need to cultivate their spiritual gifts 
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by attending "Spiritual Gifts seminar" and contribute their gifts to the ministry of the church. 

1) . Mentoring to new members: 

Nurturing mentor approaches new member by introducing him/herself. 

Explaining him/her that there is a mentoring program available to new members of the 
church. 

Encouraging him/her to join the New Member program of the church 
Checking if they are regularly attending the church. 

Mailing them a Sunday bulletin and newsletter to let them know that they are being cared for. 

-. Finding a mentor who has similar background in terms of education, geographical origin etc. 

2) . One to one Discipleship mentoring 
time: 30-40 minutes at a time 

goal: to help them feel welcomed and accepted 
nurturing: to check if they attend worship regularly 
-. task: to encourage them to learn scripture verse by heart such as John 3:16 and the 
Lord's prayer, The Apostle's Creed. 

Mentors are encouraged to keep a journal on the process of mentoring. Nurtunring mentor should 
share life with mentoree. But no money should be involved. 

3) . Mentoring for backsliding members. 

-. goal: to encourage them to get involved in church activities such as class meetings. 

-. contact: they need to be approached with gentleness and courtesy. 

-. Nurturing: Introducing them to small groups available in church 
-. task: to help them rededicate to Christian life 

4) . Mentoring to stable members 

to motivate them to participate in church activities more actively 
goal: to help them grow by participating in church activities 
-. contacts: to show them that mentor cars for their lives by sending cards and visiting them in 
their special occasions. 

-. Nurturing: to encouraging them to join church programs such as "spiritual gifts seminar." 

-. Task: to pray for them, to encourage them to join church training programs. 
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V. An example of application of mentoring at Hyosung Central church, Inchon, Korea 

1. Pastoral Care in Hyosung Central church 

1) Introduction 

Hyosung Central church was founded in 1957 near Inchon, Korea. The author of this dissertation 
was appointed there in 1995. Since 1995, the church has been constantly growing by 20% per year. Church 
attendance is as follows: 350 in 1994, 420 in 1995, 502 in 1996, 606 in 1997, 751 in 1998, 883 in 1999.1000 
is a goal of 2000. The number of new member's enrollment is as follows: 60 in 1994, 199 in 1995, 347 in 
1996, 328 in 1997, 358 in 1998, 364 in 1999. Since 1995, the number of new members' enrollment is 1572. 
Considering the fact that the regular church attendance is still 800, about 1,000 members excluding inevitable 
move due to relocation have left the church. 

To overcome this problem, Hyosung church embarked a project on building a church community. 
Knowing that senior pastor alone cannot minister to 800 plus congregation, I started a team ministry. In 
1995 when I first came here, there were pastor, a full time visitation minister, a part time education director. 
Currently, there are Senior pastor, a full time associate pastor, two visitation ministers, an administration 
director, three education directors working together. 

In addition to that, lay visitation helpers were trained and mobilized. So-called cell-groups or class 
meetings were organized according to geographical regions. About 15% of the cell groups were organized 
according to their specific professions. 

Class meeting can be traced back to John Wesley's Methodist tradition. In Hyosung church, each 
class meeting (or cell-group) is composed of 5-9 families. The cell group leader plays the role of a mentor. 
Cell group is basic organism of Hyosung church. Generally, they meet weekly rotating homes. Every three 
months, they meet at church as a joint class meeting. The leaders of the cell group report to the church weekly 
and the church publishes the report for the congregation. The order of class meeting based on the class 
meeting textbook published by the Korean Methodist Church is as follows: 

- Silent prayer 

-. Hymn 

-. Prayer 

-. Scripture reading 

-. Sharing the Word of God 

-. Discussion about how to apply the Word of God to everyday life 

-. Prayer in Unison 
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Hymn 

Offering and Offertory prayer 

-. Announcements 

-. The Lord's prayer 

2) Lay visitation helper: Class meeting leader and parish director 

Four to seven class meetings compose a parish. Parish is under the leadership of parish director. 
Parish director has two responsibilities: to help new members settle in a new church setting and to help people 
in crisis with the help of church. Visitation lay helpers have three goals: 1. to encourage members to attend 
worship services regularly. 2. to form a prayer-buddy team 3. to encourage him/her to participate in church 
activities. There are forty ministry teams in Hyosung church. Any member of the church can pick and choose 
a ministry team of their choice. 

Currently, there are twenty ordinary parishes and three special parishes. Parish directors are 
the core leaders of the church. Parish directors are people in their mid thirties and fifties with at least ten years 
of active church membership. They are all volunteers working closely with visitation ministers and pastor. 

3) Visitation ministry of the senior pastor 

The senior pastor and associate pastor made it a rule to visit parishioners two days a week except 
the summer and winter months. Since the membership went over 500, it has been hard to keep up with 
visiting all the members of the church. The Great Visitation refers to the official pastor visit to each and every 
homes of the parishioners. It takes place once per year. A lay leader, class meeting leader, visitation helper 
accompany the pastor. Before the pastoral visitation period, a specific theme is chosen and prepared with 
prayer. Exemplary themes are salvation, Christian home, Christian education for the childre etc. 

4) full time visitation minister 

Full time visitation ministers are female seminary graduates in their thirties and forties. They are 
the one who checks on spiritual conditions of the members in addition to encouraging people to attend church 
regularly. They are to report to the pastor about the conditions of the members under their parish. They keep a 
record of their ministry activities daily and report to the minister about the record of church attendance 
weekly at the weekly clergy meeting on every Saturday morning. 

2. Training programs for visitation ministers 

1) Disciple Bible Study a.k.a. "Andrew Disciple Class" 

This bible study group lasts for thirteen weeks. The purpose of this bible study is twofold: First, to 
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study the bible, Second, to train a mentor. This group is composed of about 20 people who were already 
baptized(confirmed) and finished the five week new member's education. After thirteen week course, they 
visit the sacred religious sites in Korea and collaborate a Christian theatrical play. After completing the course, 
they are given a certificate of completion with a title of Andrew disciple. The curriculum of the course is as 
follows: 

Week 1: Ice Breaking and Introduction 

Week 2: Jesus Christ 

Week 3: Theory and Practice of QT 

Week 4: Confirmation of Salvation 

Week 5: Attributes of God 

Week 6: Bible-The Word of God 

Week 7: Prayer 

Week 8: Christian Fellowship 

Week 9: Evangelism 

Week 10: Spirit-filled life 

Week 11: Overcoming temptations 

Week 12: Obedient Christian 

Week 13: Ministry and graduation 

2) Stephen training 

This program is for those who were finished with Andrew Training. This program is for the people 
who are to be class meeting leaders and parish directors. 

Week 1: What is church? Theological understanding of lay ministry. 

Week 2: Serventhood and self-discovery 1 : passion-gift finding 

Week 3: Self-discovery 2 and inner healing- keeping a journal 

Week 4: Spiritual development and self-growth-QT and meditative prayer training 

Week 5: Spiritual assesment through personality analysis and evaluation 

Week 6: Stages of Faith growth 

Week 7: door to door evangelism and relationship building 

Week 8: Taking care of new members- confrontation with Gospel, evangelism practice 
Week 9: Counseling theories and practice- listening practice, encouraging, confrontation 
Week 10: Caring for the dying-Hospice practice, visiting morgue 
Week 11: Caring for the people in crisis- hospital visit 
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Week 12: Community training- volunteer at the house of Hope (orphanage), 
visit religious sites. 

Week 13: graduation and the life of lay minister; what is love? 

3) The top leader training course 

This top leader training course at Hyosung Central church is two year long Bethel Bible Study 
Program. This group is composed of twenty people. They meet every week at church for two years. After 
graduation, they are urged to visit the Holy land. 

4) Other training program 

Gift-finding seminar and Tres Dias spiritual training program. 

3. An example of successful visitation lay helper Moon Kee Kim 

Moon Kee Kim is a lay leader of Hyosung Central church. He was born in 1957 and has been a 
member of the church for ten years. He was not an active member of the church until three years ago. 
Having been trained in "Andrew Disciple Training", "Spiritual Gift-finding seminar", and "Bethel Bible Study 
Training", he was fired up with his new faith. He became a fire-ball in leading his class meeting. His class 
meeting alone grew to be seventy people within a year. 

His technique was remarkable: First, his approach to new members was very sincere and creative. 
He makes every effort to make them feel at home. After a new member attended the church, he calls the new 
member to introduce himself and tells him/her that he want him/her to come to church again. Before Sunday, 
Moon Kee calls the person again to remind to come to church again. If the person doesn't show up, Moon Kee 
calls the person again and even visits the person with a small gift. Moon Kee calls again before Sunday to 
remind the person that he anticipates to see the person on Sunday. If the person comes to church, Moon Kee 
takes the person to a New Member's class and introduce the person to the class. In the following week, he 
visits the person again. This time he brings along another member who has a similar background in terms of 
hobby, profession or educational background in oder to build a peer relationship in the church. And then he 
introduces the person to a class meeting leader. 

Moon Kee Kim has been a role model for lay ministry helper in Hyosung church. The church 
recently promoted him to be the supervisor of the lay ministry helpers. 
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VI. Conclusion 

The stagnation of the church growth has been a real problem to churches in Korea. My argument in 
this dissertation has been that the solution to the stagnation is to empower, to mobilize lay ministry helpers 
through systematic utilization of class meetings in the church. Class meetings (or cell groups) of the church 
are vital organism of living church. If the church membership becomes more than five hundred people, team 
ministry is not an option. 

In Hyusung Central church in Inchon, Korea where I have been ministering since 1995, it has been 
proven true that empowering and mobilizing lay ministry helpers as mentors for the new members has been a 
key factor to our constant church growth by twenty percent yearly. Training programs such as "Andrew 
Disciple Bible Study" "Spiritual Gift -Discernment Seminar", "Bethel Bible Study Training" have been 
successful in training lay people into lay visitation helpers. They function as trained mentors for new 
members. The new members in turn, after these training programs, become mentors themselves for the newer 
members.
